Thank you for purchasing a RadioShack 40 Watt Reverse Electricity Converter. Your 
converter is designed for use with 220/240 volt motorized electrenic or heating appliances 
rated up to 40 watts. Your converter is perfect for use with electric razors, curling irons, 
calculators, radios, CD players, cassette recorders, flash guns, eral hygiene devices, and 
battery chargers. 

Note: Your converter only converts voltage, not frequency. Some devices might run slightly 
faster than originally designed. 

1 . Turn off power te the receptacle at the fuse box or circuit breaker. 

2. Remove the receptacle cover plate’s screw. Do not remove the receptacle cover plate. 

3. Plug the converter into the lowest outlet. Place the screw through the converter screw 
ring. Reattach the receptacle cover plate. 

4. Turn on power to the receptacle. 

5. Insert your appliance’s plug into the converter. 


• To prevent electric shock or fire, cennect the reverse cennector directly to a grounding 
receptacle. 

• To reduce the risk of electric shock, disconnect power to the receptacle before 
installing or removing the converter. When you remove the receptacle cover screw, the 
cover may fall across plug pins or the receptacle may be displaced. 

• Use the converter enly with 1 1 0/1 20 volt AC duplex receptacles which have a center 
screw. Secure the converter with the receptacle cover screw. 

• Do not place or store the converter where it can fall or be pulled into a tub or sink. 

• Do not place or drop the converter into water or other liquids.

Your converter is equipped with an internai shut off and reset system. Shouid it ever 
become overworked, it automaticaiiy turns itseif off. If this occurs, remove the converter 
from the outiet and aiiow a short period for it to cooi down and reset itseif. At times there 
may be a iow humming sound in the converter, this is normai.

• Use this converter oniy for its intended use as described in this manuai. Do not use 
attachments not recommended by the manufacturer.
